Extra of a letter from Major-General Green, dated Camp at 
Little River, near Ninety-fix, Fune 2001781. 

“* In my letter of the gth, I informed your Excellency, that the e- 
nemy had received a confiderablé feinforeement at Charleftown, and 
that I was apprehenfive they would march and interrupt our -opera- 
tions. On the rrth I got intelligence they were advancing; I imare- 
diately advanced all the cavalry, with orders to General Sumpter to 
colle& all the force he could; and keep in,their front, and by every 
means in his power to retard their march. ‘The enemy pafled him at 
Congaree before he got his troops in’ motion ; afterwards he found it 
impra¢ticable to gain the front. It-was my intention to have fought 
them before they arrrived at Ninety-fix, could I have ¢olleéted a force 
fufficient for the purpefe. 

‘* We had puthed on our approaches very near to the enemy’s works, 
our third parallel was formed round their abattis, a mine and two ap- 
proaches were within a few feet of the ditch. Thefe approaches were 
direéted againit the Star Fort, which ftands upon the left of the town; 
as we approached it from the"Saluda.. On the right, our approaches 
were very.near the enemy's redeubt ; this. was a ftrong futkade fort 
with two bloeekhoutes in it.

« I take the earlieft opportunity to inform the Honourable 
Board of Direétors, that early yelterdzy morning I received in- 
telligence, that three large ships, and five armed brigs, and o- 
ther veflels, were in Huntingdon harbour.

Several whale-boats appeared coming 
from Stanford, and other parts of Connesticut, towards even- 
ing, which gave me reafon to expect another attack : I there- 
fore ordered the refugees of my command to lay on their arms 
during the night. 3 

‘* T have now the pleafure to inform you, that the fhips, &e. 
are under way fo far ea(tward as hardly to be defcried. We 
have fuffered no lofs either in men, fhipping, or property of a- 
ny fort. I think it my duty to add, that the refugees, and o- 
thers, who remained on the Neck, behaved with a fpirit that 
would moft probably have infured fuccefs again{ft a much great- 
er force than appeared to face us. Ae 

<< Major Hubbil, and the other officers of the garrifon,  af- 
forded every poffible afliftance. Captain Hoyt, in the 5ir 
Henry Clinton, wasvery ferviceable to us. Captain Thomas, 
in the Affociation, had notreturned from convoying a wood fleet 
to City Ifland, : 
- « [called on the Huntingdon militia, but faw nothing of 
them, nor was I difappointed. Captain Young’s troop, and 
Captain Vanwick’s company of foot, came laft evening to our 
afiftance ; they pofted themfelves on Weit Neck, and behaved 
exceedingly well.

French thip oF tons 18 taken ana carried into 
Hallifax by his Majefty’s frigate Charles Town: She is a very 
valuable prize from Old France, and was one of the fleet of 
14 fail that arrived at Bofton fome time fince, but was blown 
from her anchors at the Light-houfe in a violent gale of wind; 
fhe was laden with clothing, provilions, arms, and a great 
quantity of flour. 

We are_informed. that yelterday morning, at four o’clock, 
about 1000 rebels, in 50 whale-boats, crofied the North Ri- 
ver at Dobb’s Ferry, and landed near Colonel Philip’s ; a re- 
connoitring party of Britifh and Heflians, in number fuppofed 
about 200, fell in with them, killed (as we are informed) nine, 
and took four or five prifoners, and returned without any lofs. 
We have not yet any: clear account of this affair, nor of the fi- 
tiation of the rebels who are collecting, with a few French- 
men, in the rear of our garrifon, only that they are fuppofed to 
be on a foraging plan; their head quarters are at the White 
Plains. A  Colongl Butler, fuppofed an eafterling, has been 
knocked on the head in one of the alerts on the Hadfon, 

Thurfday was fent in here by one of his Majefty’s thips, the 
rebel frigate General Wathington, ———— Walker, matter, 
mounting 18 fix and 4 three-pounders. She had 115 men on 
board, was built at Baltimore, fitted out at Rhode-Ifland, and 
had cruized fix weeks without taking any Britith veffel, except 
a faow from Glafgow, bound for this port, which was retaken 
by one of our cruizers.

This intelligence, 
brought to that port in about fix days, was credited by the 
Spaniards, and, Aaud credibile, our quondam old friends 
there feemed very heartily refoiced at the difgrace of the 
¢¢ French.”” 

The whole of the reinforcements now getting in readinefs 
for America are deftined for South Carolina, and are as fol- 
low, via. of the guards 1200; difmounted horfe, with their 
accoutrements, and to be provided with horfes in Americ:, 
1500; Colonel Thompfon’s legion, to be raifed of loyalifts, 
which is to confift of 1200; with five regiments of infantry 
from Ireland, A force which itis expected will be able to fe.

A fecret and important expedition was propofed at the Board 
of Admiralty on Friday lat, and which has fince met with the 
concurrence of his Majelty and the Cabinet Council. The 
land forces will confift of near 20,000 men, who are to be 
marched down to Portfmouth, where a powerful fquadron is 
ordered to be got in immediate readinefs to cover the tran 
ports, on board of which they are to embark. A train of 100 
pieces of cannon, with all other neceflary implements, are to 
be fhipped on board the men of war fur the above expedition, 
which, it is expected, will be complete, and ready to put to 
fea within a fortnight. ae 
This day fome difpatches were received from Admiral Dar- 
by at Torbay, by which we are informed, that the grand fleet 
were all unmoored, and under way, on Sunday morning. 

The refolution to fight the combined fleets is fixed, and if 
the French and Spaniards fhould feel boldenough to face Aa 
miral Darby, we may foon expeét to hear of an engagement. 
The wind having fhified to the eaft, gives an opportunity for 
the fhips to the eaftward of Torbay to join Admiral Darby, 
and if he has orders to = to fea, he may pick up the Ply- 
mouth fhips in pafling; fo that the public will not be long in 
fufpence about his inftructions. If our account is jut, he will 
be in a {tate to face Don Cordova, or Moaf. Guichen; and 


may get in time to fee our Welt-India fleets, with their cone 
voy, ome in rarety. 


As a general engagement between the Britifh fleet and the 
grand fleets of France and Spain, is alone likely to terminate 
the war; and as, fooner or later, fuch an engagement molt 
probably will happen, it is hoped that Admiral Darby may be 
fortunate enough to engage the 36 fail only, now off Scilly, 
in which cafe we may promife ourfelves a complete victory. 

It is the opinion of thofe politicians about court who pretend 
to be in the cout that we fhall neither have any engagement 
‘ with the combined fleets this feafon, nor will our India fleets 
be captured.

 Itis at length decided, that Commodore Stewart ‘halt 
join Admiral Darby, leaving the operations in the North Séas 
to chance. ‘I'he truth is, that as a fufficient number of hips 
cannot be {pared to oppofe the Dutch, they are to be entirely 
left alone, pleading the excufe, that, to ftrengthen Darby is of 
far more confequence. This is the prefent political maxim of, 
the Admiralty ; though the commander of that {quadron has 
all along, till the prefent moment, been led to believe his {ta- 
tion was to be in the Northern Seas. 

“* The combined fleets are not only faperior in point of 
number to us, but they have more capital thips. They confit 
of 10 three-deckers, and 22 feventy-fours. Admiral Darby, 
with Commodore Stewart’s fhips, and every other reinfcrce- 
ment, are only g three-deckers, 2 of eighty guns, and 16 
feventy-fours. 

“* Tt is now believed that the Latona, Captain Sir Hyde

** There are the moft authentic vouchers from Holland, that 
the convoy juft ready to fail for the Baltic confilts of 14 capital 
thips, as they have the double purpofe of feeing this valuable 
fleet fafe to the Sound, and to bring back the Egft-Indiames 
from the ports of Norway.

New York, July 30. “ General Wathington’s pofition is from Dohb’s 
Ferry tathe Bronx, nineteen miles from Kingibridge ; and the reports 
there are, that he is waiting for the arrival of a French fleet to attack 
New York by fea, when he will immediately commence hoftilities by 
land with all his force.
